Bishops will delay debate on nuclear pastoral

WASHINGTON (NC) — A major 
pastoral letter by the U.S. bishops on war 
and peace will be delayed six months to a 
year to allow more discussion on it, said 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago, chairman of the committee 
drafting the letter. 


The letter was originally scheduled for 
final debate and a vote by the nation’s 
bishops at their annual meeting in 
Washington this November. Instead, 
Archbishop Bernardin said, discussion of 
it this November will serve as a basis for a 
further draft. 


THAT DRAFT will be the object of 
debate and a vote either in November 
1983 or, if the bishops so wish, at a special 
meeting in the spring of 1983 that would 
be called just for that purpose. 


Archbishop Bernardin announced the 
new plan for the controversial pastoral 
letter in a letter to the U.S. bishops that 
was sent out Aug. 2 and made public 
Aug. 4. 


He said the decision to delay issuance 
of the pastoral letter was recommended by 
his committee and approved by the top 
officials of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops for two reasons: 


e ‘“‘The magnitude of the response 
(to the recently distributed first draft of 
the pastoral), both in terms of numbers 
and the broad range of ideas and 


recommendations proposed, calls for an 
extended period of consultation and 
discussion.”’ 

e ‘‘*Many bishops asked for such an 
extension”’ either to give them more time 


Reagan talks to K of C: Catering to Catholics?

WASHINGTON (NC) — President 
Reagan’s speech Aug. 3 to one of the 
largest Roman Catholic organizations in 
the nation — the 1.4 million-member 
Knights of Columbus — was given a 
variety of interpretations in post-speech 
analysis. 

To some the speech at the Knights’ 
centenntial convention in Hartford, 
Conn., was an effort to shore up 
Reagan’s urban ethnic support, a 
traditionally Democratic constituency 
which many Republicans see as key to the 
continued fortunes of their party. 


ANOTHER ANALYSIS of the speech 
focused on its anti-Communism and on 
the praise Reagan heaped on Lech 
Walesa, the leader of Poland’s suspended 
trade union, Solidarity. Walesa, said 
Reagan, is a symbol of “‘the importance 
of family, community and religion,”’ 
three ideals which Reagan said he has 
tried to stress in his first 18 months in 


office.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II has told the bishops of Nicaragua 
to crack down on “‘popular churches’”’ 
which reject hierarchical authority. 


The pope also said priests aid their 
people ‘‘Not through a political role but 
through the priestly ministry.’’ In 
Nicaragua some priests have suspended 
their priestly ministry and _ hold 
government ‘positions, including cabinet 
posts in the Sandanista government, 
which has been accused of being Marxist. 


THE BULK of the six-page papal 
message to the Nicaraguan bishops deals 
with the ‘‘popular church,’’ which Pope 
John Paul-defined as ‘‘a church which 
arises much more from the presumed 
values of a portion of the population than 
from the free and gratuitous initiative of 


God.”’ 


‘‘A ‘popular church’ opposed to the 
Church presided over by legitimate 
pastors is...a grave deviation from the will 
and the plan of salvation of Jesus Christ,”’ 
he added. 


The pope said that although the term 
‘popular church’? can have ‘‘an 
acceptable significance,’’ it is more often 


used to mean ‘‘a church which enjoys the 
ey Se ae ss ee emerene 9 bres be 2 :

Brits: Should we kill 
nuclear survivors?

LONDON (NC) — A draft document 
outlining medical and moral dilemmas 
arising from a nuclear war has caused 
controversy as to whether euthanasia 
should be used on the severely injured 
having little hope of medical treatment. 


The document, Health Care Planning in 
Relation to Nuclear War, was drafted for 
discussion by the faculty of community 
medicine of the Royal College of 
Physicians. It indicates that a nuclear war

Briefs 


DEFEATED — In a late-night vote 
last week, the House narrowly defeated a 
resolution that would have put it on 
record as favoring an immediate bilateral 
freeze of nuclear weapons, followed by 
arms reduction. A. substitute motion, 
backing President Reagan’s policy of 
negotiated arms reduction before placing 
a freeze on new weapons and systems, 
won 204-202, and was largely along party 
lines. 


OBJECTION — John McCarthy, 
executive director of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference’s Migration and Refugee 
Services, objected last week to expected 
efforts to amend the Immigration Reform 
and Control Act of 1982. The USCC had 
earlier expressed support for the measure. 
Amnesty eligibility for illegal aliens is one 
of the items which is expected to be the 
target of restrictive amendments. 


CONDEMNED — Violence by both 
the military and the guerrillas in El 
Salvador drew a condemnation from 
Pope John Paul II. In a letter to the 
Salvadoran bishops, the pontiff wrote, 
““The discords and divisions that still 
disturb your country...have their true 


BLAMED — Poland’s Roman 
Catholic bishops have issued a statement 
blaming the Communist government for 
the postponement of Pope John Paul II’s 
August trip to his native country. The 
statement was read at all Sunday Masses 
in the country, and said the government 
‘‘expressed their willingness to welcome 
him next year.”’ 


TRUCE — Archbishop Jorge 
Manrique of La Paz, Bolivia, has called 
for a political truce to avoid a civil war as 
labor and political groups blamed the 
military for placing the country on the 
brink of bankruptcy. ‘‘Radical 
polarization is a...sin that can bring the 
country to a national confrontation,’’ said 
the archbishop, who said that all three 
groups ‘‘have become entrenched in their 
own interests.”’ 


SUIT — The Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America has filed suit in 
federal court in Washington to stop the 
government’s Office of Personnel 
Management from changing its 
classification for federal fund-raising 


purposes. OPM Director Donald J.’ 


Divine had spoken of Planned 
Parenthood as having a ‘“‘role in 
promoting the detestable practice of 
abortion,’’ and the abortion group 
challenged his action as coming from a 
personal bias against them. 


RELATIONS — The Holy See has 
established diplomatic relations with 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden.

WASHINGTON (NC) — A leading 
Jesuit theologian has sharply criticized the 
Repository for Germinal Choice, an 
Escondido, California, sperm bank that is 
trying to produce high-I.Q. babies with 
sperm donated by Nobel prize-winners. 

News about the recent birth of the first 
child by artificial insemination from the 
sperm bank prompted Jesuit Father 
Richard McCormick, Rose F. Kennedy 
professor of Christian ethics at 
Georgetown University, to call the project 
‘‘an isolated little symbol of a monstrous 
attitude.”’ 


“EVERY SERIOUS commentator 
runs from positive eugenics as if it were 
the plague,”’ he said. 

Describing positive eugenics as ‘‘the 
preferential breeding of superior 
individuals to improve the genetic stock of 
the human race,’’ Father McCormick 


said it reduces human beings to 
‘‘animals’’ who are bred for ‘‘muscles or 
brain circumference.’’ 


‘‘When we do that we turn ourselves 
into shoppers and our children into 
purchases,”’ he said. ‘‘A people that does 
that is on its way to doing a lot more that 
civilized people ought not do.”’ 


AT THE end of May, Robert K. 
Graham, founder of the Repository for 
Germinal Choice, announced that~ in 
April’ the first baby had been born of a 
woman inseminated from the sperm 
bank. 


The identity of the natural mother and 
legal father was withheld at the time, but 
a month later the National Enquirer 
revealed that they were John T. and 
Joyce Kowalski of Phoenix, Ariz., and 
that the baby was a girl named Victoria. 
The newspaper reportedly paid $20,000 
for an exclusive on the story. 


‘No’ on pill was ‘positive,

Infertility — the inability to have 
children — can put some of the the same 
stresses on married couples as does the 
question of how many children to have 
and when to have them, says Mrs. Nancy 
Brown, director of responsible 
parenthood programs for the Department 
of Family Life of Catholic Community 
Services. 


In her work for CCS she deals with 
both areas, teaching natural family 
planning as part of the diocesan Pre-Cana 
program, and with the Kouples Infertility 
Dialogue program, which counsels 
married couples who have difficulty in 
conceiving. 

THERE IS a growing interest in 
natural family planning both for religious 
and for health reasons, says Mrs. Brown, 


-who also trains and certifies NFP 
instructors for the diocese, most of them - 


married couples, although two permanent 


_ deacons have received the training, which 


includes intensive class work, close 
supervision and follow-up before full 
certification as an instructor. 


Natural family planning, as taught in 
the diocese, is as reliable as the birth 
control pill or any other means of artificial 
contraception, says Mrs. Brown, 
“provided the people are taught properly 
and follow the rules.’’ 


The Billings method (cervical 
discharge) defines only the beginning of 
the woman’s fertile phase, and when 
combined with the sympto-thermal 
method, which defines the end of the 
fertile phase, ‘‘gives the average couple 
about 20 days in which to enjoy safe 
intercourse per cycle,’’ she noted. 


A CONVERT to Catholicism, Mrs. 
Brown says that Pope Paul VI’s encyclical 
Humanae Vitae, which reaffirmed Church 
teaching against any form of artificial 
contraception, is both ‘‘positive and 
prophetic.’’ 

“Many people, including clergy, 
looked at artifical contraception as a 
question of medical technology, which is 
therefore morally neutral,’’ she said. 
“‘That was wrong. Everything Pope Paul 
VI said would happen, did happen. 
Contraception has led to abortion and 
extra-marital sex, rampant venereal 
disease, and contributed to women being 
thought of solely as sex objects.”’ 


Mrs. Brown thinks her own acceptance 
of natural family planning, initially more 
for health reasons than for religious 
reasons, is ‘‘typical’’ of the growing 
numbers of women who have turned from 
the pill or the IUD to NFP. 


“‘I CAME to NFP because I developed 
difficulties with the pill. And then it was 
not the abortifacient agent it is now; it 
only inhibited ovulation,’’ said Mrs. 
Brown. ‘Acceptance of the Church grows 
with natural family planning, and my 
faith is much stronger today.’’ 


Her own reading of Humanae Vitae’s 


_teaching on marriage leads Mrs. Brown 


Mrs. Nancy Brown 
to see it as a ‘‘very beautiful and positive 


_ thing,’’ but she says that many young 


people coming to the Pre-Cana classes 
“‘have only heard the Church say ‘no.’ ”’ 

Young people anticipating marriage 
are ‘‘uneasy’’ about periodic abstinence, 
says Mrs. Brown, and the acceptance of 
natural family planning depends greatly 
upon how the method itself is presented. 


‘““NATURAL FAMLY planning offers 
me as a member of the Church and the 
Church at large an effective and practical 
alternative to the pill or the IUD, and it 
can be used by couples at any stage of 
their marriage: the young can choose the 
right time to have their children, and 
couples in their middle years who might 
have a number of boys and want a girl 
can determine the correct time for 
conception — the method is 86 percent 
effective in choosing the sex of the child, 
she said.”’ 


“And older couples, especially, have 
told me over and over again that it has 
improved their marriages by taking the 
pressure off of them. The Playboy outlook 
on sex puts a lot of strain on people, who 
keep thinking ‘What’s wrong with 
me?’.”’ 

As an adjunct-to her natural family 
planning work, Mrs. Brown also works 
with infertile couples, now about one out 
of six, and helps them deal with the 
emotional problems of not being able to 
have children. 


SOME INFERTILITY, although by 
no means all, is a result of the sexual 
revolution, where early promiscuity, the 
prolonged use of contraceptives (‘‘the 
IUD is notorious for scarring the fallopian 
tubes’’) or venereal disease has 
contributed to the sterility of many 
younger people. 

“Children are so much a part of our 
lives. For the men it may be a macho 
thing, to have children, and for women, 
to be a mother and have a home and 
family is inbred socially and 
psychologically,’’ she said. ‘‘And not 
being able to have children can knock 
them for a loop, give them low self-esteem 
and lead to marital breakup.”’

IN MID-JULY the Washington Post 
reported that in 1976 the Kowalskis had 
lost custody of two children by Mrs. 
Kowalski’s previous marriage ‘‘after 
abusing them — apparently to make them 
smart.’” 


The Post story said that according to 
official records and statements by the two 
children, now in their teens, their step- 
father, Mr. Kowalski, used to whip them 
frequently when they made mistakes in 
their school work.

The Post also reported that the 
Kowalskis served prison terms in 1978-79 
for mail fraud and filing false applications 
for loans. 


MR. KOWALSKI told the National

Concerning artificial insemination, the 
priest said that ‘‘virtually all Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish theologians would 
agree’’ that it is morally wrong when the 
semen does not come from the husband, 
although a number of theologians today 
would consider artificial insemination 
with the husband’s semen permissible in 
some circumstances. 


He noted that Pope Pius XII 
condemned artificial insemination even 
by the husband on three separate 
occasions, but he said that ‘‘quite a few 
theologians’? would argue that these 
papal statements were not absolute 
prohibitions.

“‘For example, how does one judge a 
‘good’ genotype when what is optimum in 
one set of circumstances may be inferior 
in another?’’ he asked. ‘‘In selecting for 
certain characteristics, one sacrifices 
other desirable traits and compromises 
overall adaptability.’’ 


“‘Who does the judging and with what 
criteria? Is technical intelligence, even 
with reduced emotional and moral 
development, to be preferred to a less 
developed I.Q. in a person of profoundly 
human qualities such as compassion and 
love?’’ 


“HOW MANY parents who want 
geniuses are ideal parents?’’ he asked.

‘New York vs Ferber’ 
triumph for common sense 


The unanimous ruling of the United States Supreme 
Court barring the use of children in the production of 
pornographic films or performances has placed the welfare 
of the child-victims above the presumed First Amendment 
rights of the pornographer. 


The court’s ruling was on a challenge to a New York law 
which prohibits the use of children in sexually explicit acts, 
as well as the sale or production of such films and 
photographs. The court concluded that ‘‘The prevention of 
sexual exploitation and abuse of children constitutes a 
government objective of surpassing importance.”’ 


The entire court concurred in the ruling, but only four 
signed the opinion written by Justice Byron White — the 
other four concurring separately. Child pornography, 
Justice White wrote, is a ‘‘category of material outside the 
protection of the First Amendment,’’ and may be regulated 
by law, even if it does not meet the requirements for being 
judged obscene. 


Franciscan Father Bruce Ritter, founder of Covenant 
House in New York City’s infamous Times Square area, 
hailed the decision as a ‘‘triumph for common sensé,’’ 
adding, ‘‘the death rattle of the child pornography industry 
echoed throughout the land...when Justice Byron White 
announced the judgment of the Supreme Court in New York 
vs Ferber that Paul Ira Ferber, convicted of selling two 
grotesque films involving children 12 years of age and 
under, should begin serving his 45-day jail sentence.’’ 


Covenant House — a haven for runaways and homeless 
children in New York City — handles some 10,000 
children each year in the Times Square area, where many

became involved in the Ferber case as a ‘friend of the 
court’,’’ urging the court to uphold the New York law. 


The legal obscenity standard, Father Ritter stated, fails 
to take into account the harm inflicted on child performers 
with the films being a ‘‘permanent record of the child’s 
participation’’ which can haunt the child for the rest of his 
or her life. 


The objections of the civil libertarians are accompanied 
by their dire warnings of censorship and prosecutions 
agains films and books which deal with sex and children 
and which may have a scientific or educational value. 


Mr. Justice White amply covered such publications or 
materials in the majority opinion. ‘‘...We note that the 
distribution of descriptions or other depictions of sexual 
conduct, not otherwise obscene, which do not involve live 
performance or photographic or other visual reproduction 
of live performances, retains First Amendment 
protection.’’ 


The court has ruled — and rightly so — that the right of 
the youth of America to be protected from being exploited 
and sexually abused by the ‘‘kiddie porn’’ profiteers takes 
precedence over any First Amendment rights the 
pornographers seek to hide behind.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Here is the English-language text 
distributed by the Vatican Aug. 3 of a statement about the 16th 


World Day of Peace, Jan. 1, 1983. For the 16th World Day of 


Peace (Jan. 1, 1983) the holy father, Pope John Paul II, has 
chosen the theme: 


The dialogue of peace: a challenge for our time. 


The most immediate aspect of this theme is its necessity in the 
world we live in today. So many tragic events, wars, hostilities, 
and so many missed opportunities, fruitless negotiations or 
inconclusive international conferences — all of these point to the 
urgency of true dialogue as an instrument for peace in our day. 


The theme of dialogue clearly continues the reflection of the 
church and of the holy father from previous world days of peace, 
especially last year’s theme: ‘‘peace, a gift of God entrusted to 
the horizontal dimension of our responsibility. Dialogue deepens 
our grasp of that two-fold reality. 


There is the challenge to enter into a true dialogue; not the 
pretense of empty discussions intended only to camouflage selfish 
intentions and to avoid honest communication to resolve 
problems, but rather dialogue seen and willed as the mechanism 
for differences through negotiations. Only true dialogue will give 
peace a chance in our day. 


A dialogue that is persistent and prudent, sincere and 
fraternal, carried on with respect and love for each other: a 
dialogue at all levels of life, within families, across all age groups, 
between social groups and nations, between religions and 
ideologies, is the challenge that the holy father asks us to take up 
in this theme: 


The dialogue of peace: a challenge for our time.

Communicating the word 


In my travels about the diocese, I hear comments from time- 
to-time from people saying things such as, ‘‘Isn’t it exciting that 
the Church is getting into communications?’’ meaning of course, 
the new electronic delivery systems involving satellites, terrestrial 
microwave, and cable TV. 


The fact is, the Church has always been involved in 
communicating the Word of God since the time of Christ. In 
early years, the first of the audio-visual media was the depiction 
of bible stories in paintings, sculpture, and stained glass. A visit 
to San Diego’s Holy Angels Byzantine Catholic Church with its 
paintings on the interior walls and ceiling is a beautiful example 
of how the church illustrated and imparted the truths from 
scripture. 


In later centuries, bell towers were built to summon people to 
worship, to announce the hour of day for prayer, to celebrate the 
happy occasions in a community such as a wedding or the sad, 
such as a death and to summon help in an emergency. Even this 
writer, as a youth growing up in a northeastern suburb, kept his 
ear open on snowy days for the clanging sound, from the local 
firehouse tower bell, announcing that all schools will be closed 
because of the weather. Today there is a radio station with an 
announcer reading off a litany of schools closed that day. At least 
it sounds like a litany when you hear the names of Catholic 
Schools such as: Holy Family, Holy Name, St. Joseph, St. 
Gabriel, St. Augustine, St. Catherine, etc. 


Eventually, drama and music played a major role in bringing 
Christian education to many people. When the printing press 
was invented, publishing and distributing literature to the masses 
further assisted in the evangelistic effort. But then it became 
necessary for more and more people to know how to read and 
write in order to benefit from the new information medium — 
the printed word. 


The printed word has served the Church well over the past 400 
years — in textbooks, newspapers, and magazines. Eventually, 
the invention of photography came into publishing and the 
Church moved right along adapting and keeping right up to date 
with this new communication technology. 


Even in the early days of radio, most broadcasters were 
religious denominations, many of them Catholic, but then 
something occurred in the United States in the early 1930’s that 
influenced the Church to take a back seat in radio broadcasting, 
and eventually television, but more about that next time.

God’s super way with the natural

The greatest 
miracles are not in calming the seas nor walking on water, 
but the changes and growth possible when we open 
ourselves to the immense power of God’s healing love, 
and give our lives over to Him. 


We live enveloped by the transforming, authenticating, 
integrating flood of God’s love, and when we are tired 
enough, or defeated enough, or lonely and confused 
enough to turn from our obsessive contemplation of

ourselves to contemplation of Him, and ask His help, 
miracles can happen. Things which seemed impossible to 
us become possible; qualities we did not know we had 
begin to emerge; the way clears and we find ourselves led 
by God as surely as though a pillar of smoke preceded us. 


Jesus Himself said, ‘“Which is the greater, to say ‘Arise 
and walk’ or ‘Your sins are forgiven you’?’’ Is it a greater 
miracle for a storm to cease or a cancer be arrested than 
for a selfish, independent soul to stand humble and naked 
in the fulfilling and filling flow of God’s selfless, giving

from us. We are the stuff of which they are made. They 
are for us, not for God. 


WHETHER CONSIDERING the events of the 
Gospels or those of our lives, we need to look beyond the 
obvious, the apparent, to the teaching of which they are 
part. It is not enough to say, ‘‘God did this for me; God 
can do that.’’We need always to ask ‘‘Why?’’ What is it 
that the miracles say — even the minor daily miracles of 
love manifesting itself in our lives? 


God is not a showman, but a teacher. Water springs 
from the rock for a purpose; seas are parted for a purpose; 
the blind see, the lame walk, the dead rise — for a 
purpose. When we are healed — one way or another — it

Amid miles of cornfields that cover the 
flat Ohio landscape, not far from Dayton, 
stands the complex of modern office 
buildings, student dormitories and white 
marble fountains of The Way 
International. 


On Aug. 15, the placid farmfields will 
welcome 15,000 devotees to a religious 
rally and rock music festival called the 
Rock of Ages. Although its headquarters 
rest among peaceful surroundings, The 
Way, a fundamentalist Christian sect, 


stirs a reaction among its critics that is ° 


anything but placid. They call it a cult. 

IN ITS 40TH year, the organization’s 
following is estimated in public accounts 
at between 60,000 and 100,000 in the 
United States and dozens of foreign 
countries. A more precise figure is not 
known, since The Way keeps no official 
membership records. 


Outside observers who have studied the 
group say that whatever the roll count, 
The Way includes a sizeable percentage 
of Catholics. 


‘‘Based on the work of researchers and 
clinicians studying cult organizations, the 
number of former Catholics in The Way 
is pretty close to 40 percent,’’ said Father 
Lawrence Gesey, associate pastor at St. 
Anthony of Padua in Baltimore and a 
coordinator of the counseling service, 
Ministry of Cult Awareness. ‘‘Many 
Catholic youths are seeking love, 
friendship and spiritual improvement. 
And The Way, like most cults, provides 
an answer for everything from peer group 
acceptance and career choices to solving 
all the mysteries of life.’’ 

Founded in 1942, by Victor Paul 
Wierwille, now 65, The Way has been 
called a cult because, those who study it 
say, it fits the definition set by youth 
counselors, clergymen and psychologists: 


© Doctrine is set forth by a founder- 


‘prophet (usually living) upon whom 


members are highly dependent. 


© Members use recruitment 
techniques frequently based on deception 
and coercion. 


e A central Christian doctrine is 
denied or altered. 


e Followers believe they are the 
exclusive holders of God’s truth and have 
been chosen to represent God on earth. 


@ Members are preoccupied with 
worshipping, fund-raising and recruiting 
for the movement. 

¢ Communication with family and 
friends is restricted or cut off altogether. 


© Members are encouraged to give at 
least part of their earnings and 
possessions to the group. 


¢ Followers allow organization 
leaders to make important decisions 
concerning career and marriage. 


FATHER GESEY said many 
adolescents are idealistic, naive and all 
too willing to-experiment with different 
lifestyles. and value systems. 


‘“‘Many young adults who are 
disenchanted with society and the Church 
are looking for something to believe in,”’ 
said Father Gesey. ‘‘Once they come into 
contact with a cult family they get ‘love 
bombed’ with instant affirmation and are 
sucked into hearing what the cult has to 
say.”’ 

Catholic youths, some theologians say, 
are attracted at the outset by The Way’s 
intense devotion to the study of the Bible 
and to its fundamental Christian beliefs. 
Its practices, including faith healing, 
spiritual rebirth and firearms training, 
were developed by Wierwille who says he 
has rediscovered the message of 
Christianity after years of independent 
Bible study. 


HE SAYS HE founded The Way when 
God ‘‘spoke to me audibly.’’ Wierwille 
said, ‘‘He would teach me the word as it 
had not been known since the first 
century, provided that I would teach what 
he taught me to others.”’ 


Wierwille’s formal education includes a 
bachelor of divinity degree, a master of 
theology degree from Princeton 
Theological Seminary and a doctorate 
from Pikes Peak Theological Seminary, a 
mail order degree institution. 


In the mid 1940s Wierwille began his 
own independent system of biblical 
research, which he later developed into a 
formal course called ‘‘Power for 
Abundant Living.’’ In 1955 he

would leave large numbers of severely 
injured people who could not receive 
adequate medical attention. 


“ONE WOULD have to decide 
whether simply to leave them to die or 
whether it might be more humane in 
these unusual circumstances to involve 
euthanasia,’’ said Alwyn Smith, 
president of the faculty. 


The suggestion was called ‘‘totally 
uncivilized’? by the Jesuit moral 
theologian, Father John Mahoney, 
former principal of Heythrop College, 
London. 


“‘As a matter of set policy beforehand 
this seems to me to be _ totally 
uncivilized,’’ said Father Mahoney, and 
it could not be construed as protecting the 
values we would presumably be prepared 


“to go to war to defend. 


IT IS THE dilemma of the man in the 
burning tank or the dying cancer patient 
scaled to the megadeath level, he said, but 
this does not affect the root of the 
problem, which is how best to cope with 
the individual. 


Father Mahoney said that if this were 
the kind of thing that had to be considered 
and planned for, then a nuclear attack 
was something that should never be 
allowed to happen. 


“It certainly accentuates the urgent 
necessity of removing the danger of 
nuclear attack,’’ he said. ‘‘What this 
brings out is the total absurdity of the 
whole thing.’’ 
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incorporated the organization he had 
founded in his congregation as The Way 
International. 


FOR THE ensuing 10 to 15 years he 
continued preaching to small groups in 
Ohio. The organization’s real growth 
came in the late 1960s among hippies and 
anti-establishment activists. 


Wierwille’s following began to grow 
even more when he videotaped’ his 
33-hour Bible teaching class and began 
showing it on college campuses and at 


community religious meetings as ‘‘Power - 


for Abundant Living.’’ The course costs a 
non-refundable $200 for registration and 
$40 for class materials. 


Structured to resemble a tree, The Way 
organization has five ministry properties 
in the United States called ‘‘root’’ 
locations, one of them being the Ohio 
headquarters. Countries are ‘‘trunk’’ 
areas; states, ‘‘limbs;’’ counties, large 
cities or parts of states, ‘‘branches;’’ and 


smaller areas, ‘‘twigs.’’ Followers are 


known as ‘‘leaves.’’ 


MEMBERS MEET at least once a 
week at a “‘twig’’ home for prayer and 
Bible study. 


The three-and-a-half-week PFAL class 
is an intensive course of instruction in the 
teachings of Way doctrine and 
philosophy. 

As listed on the back of the registration 
card, PFAL ‘‘increases prosperity,’’ 
“‘develops more harmony in the home,”’ 
“overcomes worry and fear,’’ and 
‘‘maintains health.”’ 


SUCH PROMISES, critics contend, 
are typical of cults that want to attract 
new followers. 


““Cultists initially don’t fully identify 


THE WAY: Critics say cult includes many former Catholics 


themselves or explain their faiths,’’ says 
James McCarthy, director of Sanctuary, 
Inc., a counseling center on new religious 
movements. ‘‘You may be invited to a 
community house for dinner by someone 
who seems very warm and friendly, and 
who is very knowledgeable about the 
Bible, but it’s not an honest feeling — it’s 
staged.”’ 


McCarthy said that youths need an 
outlet for their idealism and _ altruistic 
drives. ‘‘Cults provide that outlet, fill that 
need, but ultimately it’s just an illusion.”’ 


“THE WAY most effectively is 
teaching the word of God,’’ said The 
Way spokesman, Cathy Crawley. ‘‘As 
Christians, it is our intent to help people 
to love God.”’ 


The biblical interpretation by 
Wierwille and that which his followers 
teach is contrary to some basic Christian 
doctrine. 


For instance, Wierwille says he believes 


_ Jesus is only the Son of God and not God. 


He dismisses the Trinity as being a pagan 
belief, and the Holy Spirit as only a gift to 


man, 


BUT DESPITE the controversial 
teachings and lifestyle of The Way, 
followers are dedicated to spreading the 


good word as taught by Wierwille. 


“‘He is a great man in the field of the 
Bible,’’ Ms. Crawley said. And ‘‘there is 
nothing any more ominous with The Way 
than with any other organization.”’

The speech also was viewed as an effort 
by Reagan to blunt Catholic criticism of 
his nuclear weapons positions. While as 
many as 140 Catholic bishops have 
endorsed the bilateral freeze movement, 
Reagan called such proposals ‘‘obsolete’’ 
and repeated his position that a freeze can 
only take place after the Soviet Union 
dismantles some of its most threatening 
missiles. 


Judging from the response of the 
Knights, though, the key issues in the 
Reagan speech were abortion, tuition tax 
credits and school prayer, three issues on 
which the Knights traditionally have 
taken strong positions. 


REAGAN’S 30-minute speech ranged 
across a variety of issues and broke very 
little new ground. On federal spending, 
for instance, Reagan repeated his theme 
that government has taxed too much, 
spent too much and become too big. 


“‘No one can quarrel with the motive 
behind all this,’’ Reagan quickly added 
for his Catholic audience. ‘‘It was well 
intentioned and done in the name of 
humanity.” 


Through it all Reagan drew periodic 
applause when he recounted his 
administration’s progress so far. 
Paperwork burdens have been reduced, 
he said, inflation is down and the cause of 
freedom has been advanced around the 
world. 


BUT IN THE excitement that ran 
through the convention hall before the 
president’s arrival the Knights seemed 
most to expect Reagan to reaffirm his 
support for their views on abortion and 
tax credits. 


Just past the halfway point in the 
speech they got the first half of what they 
wanted when the president said the need 
for ‘‘diversity and excellence’’ was the 
reason for his administration’s support of 


_ tuition tax credits. On that subject alone 


Reagan drew five rounds of applause in 
about three minutes. 


Then it was abortion. Warming to his 
audience Reagan drew three more rounds 
of applause — including one standing

ovation — when he said he supported 
human life. 

THE NEXT topic, school prayer, was 
equally well received. There Reagan was 
applauded five more times when he said 
an amendment was needed badly and that 
the courts had gone too far in restricting 
school prayer. 


The remainder of the speech, devoted 
primarily to foreign policy issues such as 
nuclear weapons and Poland, again drew 
periodic applause but nothing like that 
given by the Knights to the three social 
issues. 


On the nuclear freeze issue Reagan 
maintained again that his administration 
“‘takes second place to none in the quest 
for peace through arms control and 
agreements.’’ The only applause came 
when he said an editorial in the Knights’ 
monthly magazine on the morality of 
maintaining nuclear weapons as a 
deterrent had been ‘‘a great asset to our 
efforts for peace.”’ 


HE GOT NO response from the 
Catholic audience when, moments later, 
he talked about ‘‘the rightness of our 
support’’ for El Salvador’s effort to stop 
revolutionaries ‘‘who want to plunge the 
Salvadoran people into the darkness of 
godless Communist rule.’’ 


But while the Knights were warmly 
receptive to the president’s message, his 
appearance in Hartford also highlighted 
the vastly different ways Catholics view 
the Reagan presidency. As the Knights 
cheered Reagan other groups of Catholics 
were outside the arena protesting the 
president’s budget cuts and his military 
build-up. 


The Connecticut branch of Pax 
Christi, the Catholic peace organization, 
said Reagan opposes Church positions on 
justice and peace issues. But inside the 
Knights were telling Reagan that as 
Catholics they generally like what he is 
doing.

‘Such a discussion would help to make 
the pastoral truly a bishops’ statement,”’ 
Archbishop Bernardin said. 


The first draft of the letter was 
distributed to the U.S. bishops in June. 
Leaked to the press, it has already come 
under considerable fire — on one side 
from some who feel that the bishops 
should absolutely condemn nuclear 
weapons and call for unilateral 
disarmament, and on the other side from 
some who feel that the committee went 
too far when it said that certain aspects of 
current U.S. nuclear deterrence policy 
are immoral. 


THE FIRST draft says nuclear 
deterrence is a moral evil that can be 
tolerated so long as there are serious 
efforts to achieve global nuclear 
disarmament. Within the framework of 
the tolerated deterrence, however, it says 
it is immoral to use or to threaten to use 
nuclear weapons against civilian 
populations or to use or threaten to use 
nuclear weapons first in response to a 
conventional attack. 


Supporters of U.S. nuclear deterrence 
policy have argued that that stance, if 
actually taken up as U.S. policy, would 
destroy the credibility of U.S. deterrence. 


Supporters of unilateral disarmament 
have argued that anything less amounts to 
an endorsement of business as usual. 

The committee’s first draft had drawn 
about 700 pages of responses by the 
beginning of August, said officials of the 
bishops’ conference.

THE REVISED plan for preparing 
the pastoral letter adds another dimension 
to the consultation process. 


Originally the second draft was to be 
sent only to the nation’s bishops for 
further comment and criticism. Under 
the new plan it ‘‘will also be sent 
simultaneously to a wide spectrum of 
theologians and others for their 
comments,’’ said Archbishop Bernardin. 


The revised procedure laid out to the 
bishops by Archbishop Bernardin consists 
of six stages: 


e The committee will prepare a 
second draft of the pastoral on the basis of 
responses received so far. 


¢ The new draft will be sent to the 
bishops and to theologians and others 
‘“‘approximately one month before the 
November meeting.’’ 


¢ Theologians will be asked to 
respond in writing by Oct. 31. “‘If 
possible, a synthesis of their comments- 
suggestions will be made available at the 
general meeting.”’ 


¢ The committee, with Msgr. Daniel 
Hoye, general secretary of the NCCB, 
will) develop a plan ‘‘to facilitate 
maximum participation by the bishops’’ 
in discussions at the November meeting. 


e After the November meeting the 
committee will develop a third draft in 
light of the theologians’ comments and 
the bishops’ recommendations. 


e ‘It will be up to the bishops to 
decide’’ whether they will call a special 
meeting in the spring or wait until their 
regular annual meeting the following 
November to debate and vote on a final 
text. 
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Cars vs. TV: Baltimore faces f 


BUT CHURCHES in the area of 
Baltimore’s Memorial Stadium objected, 
some saying that their very survival is at 
stake. 


The reason: because of traffic, city 
ordinances prohibit parking on a number 
of streets leading to the stadium for two 
hours before game time, and the proposal 
for 1 p.m. games would force church- 
goers to be out of their churches by 11 
a.m. or risk having their cars ticketed for 
illegal parking. 


BALTIMORE (NC) — There’s a 
football-or-God fight going on in 
Baltimore, and the chief factors in this 
miniature battle over the American way 
are two other fixtures of American life — 


cars and TV. 


It began July 26 when Mayor William 
Donald Schaefer introduced a bill into the 
Baltimore City Council to allow the 
Baltimore Colts to begin Sunday games at 
1 p.m. He argued that the current “blue 
law’? prohibiting professional sports 
events in Baltimore before 2 p.m. on 
Sundays restricts the team’s access to 
national television coverage.

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Frazier, whose St. Bernard’s Parish lies 
smack in the middle of the stadium area. 
‘Whether parishioners come to some of 
unese Churches of invi uvues depend on 
having parking available.” 

THE REV. Richard Hively of 
Waverly Methodist Church, two blocks 
west of the stadium, said 1 p.m. games 
could mean the end of his well-attended 
11 a.m. service and eventually the closing 
of his church. : 


‘“‘Our people have indicated that if we 
have to change the time of our service 
they would relocate and attend other 
churches in the city,” he said. 


He credited churches in the area with 
helping to turn the neighborhood around 
and said they are the “‘glue’’ that holds 
the community together. Their demise, 
he said, would mean an eventual ‘‘slum 
right in front of the stadium.” 


FATHER FRAZIER said St. 
Bernard’s would not be as deeply affected 
as other churches, partly because the 
parish has its own parking lot. But he said 
the time-change would directly affect the 
growing Korean segment of the parish, 
now numbering about 150 families, 
which has its own Korean-language Mass 
at 11:30. 


The Colts ownership says it favors the 
time change, but it is not pushing hard for 
it in public.

Convict attacks nun 


CHICAGO (NC) — A Chicago nun 
was listed in good condition Aug. 9 
following a noontime attack which 
occurred Aug. 6 when she offered 
sandwiches to a man who had asked to 
help her weed a convent garden. 


Police apprehended a 27-year-old 
convicted rapist and robber, who was to 
be arraigned Aug. 9 for the attack and 
was held for $500,000 bond. 


According to report of the incident, the 
nun, Sister of the Resurrection Mary 
Constance Polek, 59, was using a 
penknife to weed a garden at the convent 
at St. Mary of the Angels Parish, 
Chicago, when a man approached her. 
He said he would help her if she would 


‘give him food. She agreed, turned the 


penknife and a bag for the weeds over to 
him, and entered the convent to prepare 
sandwiches. A short time later, according 
to the accounts of the attack, he rang the 
convent doorbell. When she opened the 
door to give him the sandwiches, he 
allegedly said, ‘“That’s not what I want’’ 
and pushed her back into the convent. He 
then apparently assaulted her, slashing 
her with the penknife more than 35 times, 
and threatened to cut her eyes out. 


Sister Polek was discovered in the 
convent by a parish priest, who called the 
police. Police officers apprehended the 
suspect, identified as Joseph Barnes, in an 
alley near the convent.

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U. of San Fran. hit by scandal, drops basketball 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — 
Intercollegiate basketball was dropped by 
the University of San Francisco because 
of scandals which damaged the school’s 
“integrity and its reputation,’’ said Jesuit 
Father John Lo Schiavo, president. 

The action marked the end of a 58-year 
era in which the USF Dons won two 
NCAA Division 1 championships, 
reached the national tournament 14 times 
including ‘the last two years, produced 
such basketball greats as Bill Russell and 
K.C. Jones, and compiled an overall 
record of 869 wins and 467 losses. 


FATHER LO Schiavo said the men’s 
intercollegiate ‘ Division 1 basketball 
program was being ended, effective 
immediately, by a decision of the USF 
board of trustees during an emergency 
meeting on July 28. 

Despite repeated efforts by the 
university to stop violations of National 
Collegiate Athletic Association rules, 
“further deliberate and serious violations 
of NCAA rules have occurred,”’ he said, 
and ‘‘the university cannot afford to pay 
the price the basketball program is 
imposing on it.”’ 

In announcing the decision Father Lo 
Schiavo sated that it was a painful one 
considering the proud history of 
basketball successes at USF, but the only 
responsible one in view of the 
contradiction between the principles of 
the Jesuit-run university and the image it 
was gaining because of the basketball 
program. 

HE SAID that the basketball program 
has been a problem for some time and 
that the problems were not worth the 
integrity and reputation of the university. 
He cited the fact that the NCAA 
Committee on Infractions started an 
investigation of the USF basketball 
program in 1976 which culminated in 
periods of probation and showed that 
there had been several years of 
infractions. 


Two “years ago the USF director of 


athletics and head basketball coach were 
replaced as a result of the infractions, but 
the violations continued, despite a clearly 


stated university policy that “‘if the

_ program were not going to be carried on 


strictly within the rules, there would be no 
choice but to terminate it,’’ the priest 
said. 


Earlier this year former USF basketball 
star Quintin Dailey caused a major stir 
when it was alleged by a USF nursing 
student that Dailey had raped her in her 
room on campus. The USF suffered a 
good deal of gossip during the Dailey 
scandal, even to suggestions that the 
university was trying to protect Dailey — 
an allegation which Father Lo Schiavo 
denied vehemently. 


DAILEY DENIED raping the coed 
but later pleaded guilty to a a lesser 
charge of assault. He was put on 
probation and it was when Dailey’s 
probation report became public on June 
25 that further NCAA infractions were 
brought to light. 


For example, Dailey said that he had 
been paid $1,000 a month by a USF 


-alumnus for a summer job that he never 


did: University attorneys have been 
investigating the situation. 


At a press conference Father Lo 


Schiavo said that under NCAA rules the 
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university is responsible for the actions of 
individuals who ‘‘are determined to break 
the rules.’’ 


“‘ALL THE legitimate purposes of an 
athletic program in an_ educational 
institution are being distorted by the 
basketball program as it has developed,”’ 
he said. s 


William Fusco, director of athletics at 
USF, issued a short statement, saying, 
“‘This is a tremendous loss for all of us. 
My immediate concern is for the 
basketball student-athletes and their 
families. We will do everything possible 
to help them locate another school for 
1982-83. If they decide to stay at the 
university, their complete . scholarship 
commitment will be honored. We intend 
to carry on with all other intercollegiate 
sports at USF in the best way possible.’’ 


PETER BARRY, head basketball 
coach, issued a statement which said in 
part: ‘“The coaching staff is stunned by 
the events of the last 24 hours. We are 
terribly disappointed for the players, 
quality individuals, the foundation of this 
program...This is extremely unfair to the 
players...While I respect the decision of 
father president, I cannot totally 
understand nor comprehend the decision 
itself.’’ 


Father Lo Schiavo said the fact that 
other colleges were facing similar 
problems with their basketball programs 
was ‘‘no solace.’’ 


“All of us involved in these problems,’’ 
he said, ‘‘have to face a fundamental 
question: how can we contribute to 
building a decent and law-abiding society 
in this country if educational institutions 
are willing to suffer their principles to be 
prostituted and involve young people in 
that prostitution for any purpose, and 
much less for the purpose of winning 
some games and developing some ill- 
gotten recognition and income.”’ 


HE SAID the Jesuits have worked to 
make USF a ‘“‘priceless asset’’ to 
education in San Francisco. 


“We are determined that this mission 
will not be diminished by anything, and 
least of all by a program that 
compromises with the truth,’’ he said.

According to the spring-summer issue of RE:ACT, the 
official news magazine of a militant consumer group, 
Action for Children’s Television, if you’re in favor of 
better television shows for children and for more stringent 
control of harmful commercials, you have good reason to 
be concerned about federal cutbacks and deregulation. 


In a quite moving article titled “In Defense of the 
Young”? John Merrow, a prize-winning producer of 
television for children, puts his finger on one of the key 
reasons for the lack of government concern in this vital 
area: ‘‘Children constitute a smaller proportion of our 
population today. That reduces the political pressure to 
support them (and favors ‘senior citizen’ issues instead)

Thus Fowler, going through his ‘‘rich 
menu,’’ would find this show meant for pre-schoolers 
airing at 5:30 a.m, in Phoenix, Ariz., and Albuquerque, 
N.M. And he would also discover that ‘‘in 53 of the top 
100 U.S. television markets, Captain Kangaroo has 
hopped right out of existence.” 


CHAIRMAN FOWLER should, furthermore, 
according to Miss Hays, ‘‘try looking for NBC’s Special 
Treat and ABC’s Animals, Animals, Animals, two long- 
running, award-winning children’s series that were given 
the programming boot.’’

In this superbly drawn and colored animated feature, 
adapted from Robert C. O’Brien’s prize-winning novel 
Mrs. Frisby and the Rats of NIMH, a mother mouse, 
Mrs. Brisby (who was called Mrs. Frisby in the book), 
anxious to save her family and her home from a farmer’s 
plow, seeks help from some rats with human intelligence 
gained inadvertently when they were prisoners at the 
National Institute for Mental Health (NIMH) and 
subjected to various experiments, 


The style and texture of the picture represent a return 
to the golden age of Walt Disney. Indeed, director Don 
Bluth and a dozen or so other artists left Disney Studios 
three years ago to protest what they felt to be lower 
standards in animation. Unfortunately, this first 
independent effort of Bluth and his co-workers, though 
beautiful to look at, lacks both a compelling story and a 
strong central character. 


DESPITE ITS flaws, however, it is better than 
average family entertainment. A cautionary note: some of 
the more dramatic sequences, especially Mrs. Brisby’s 
visit to a fearsome owl, might be a bit scary for the under- 
five contingent.

Quoting FCC Commissioner Joseph Fogarty, a long- 
time supporter of better children’s television, to the effect 
that this has now become ‘‘a ‘back burner item’ at the 
commission,’’? Miss Hays charges that ‘‘broadcasters’ 
service to children is at an all-time low.”’ 


In 1974 the FCC’s ‘‘Children’s Television Report and 
Policy Statement’’ stressed what it called the ‘‘special 
obligation’’ of broadcasters to the child audience. Five 
years later, however, the FCC had. to report that 
broadcasters were not complying with the guidelines it 
had given them. And now, three years after that, things 
are in still worse shape, a condition that prompted Action 
for Children’s Television in May to sue the seven FCC 
commissioners and the commission itself in the District 
Court of the District of Columbia for consistent foot- 
dragging. 


ALONG WITH some other items, Miss Hays also 
focuses on a proposal of the chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission to restrict the interpretation of the 
provision of the Federal Trade Commission Act 
prohibiting ‘‘unfair and deceptive practices.’” This is the 
provision that allows the commission to decide what 
constitutes unfair and deceptive advertising. It has been 
under heavy fire from advertisers for some time, and now 
FTC Commissioner James C. Miller IIT is taking aim at 
it. 


If Miller has his way, to. prove that a television 
commercial is harmful for children because it will make 
them want to eat cereal that can cause tooth decay won't 
be enough. The potential harm has to be weighed in terms 
of the ‘‘benefit’’ of the commercial. What’s more, Miller 


wants any action taken against harmful commercials to 
take into consideration the ‘‘cost and effectiveness of 


potential remedies.”’ 


You don’t have to be a Philadelphia lawyer to recognize 
the breadth of the loophole that this kind of construction 
would open up. 


MISS MILLER’S response is quite cogent: “‘How 
many children must overdose on vitamin pills, choke on 
projectiles from toys, rot their teeth on candy or blacken 
‘their lungs with cigarettes before the harm to consumers is 
considered to outweigh the benefits of an unfettered 
advertising system — the benefits to drug companies, the 
tobacco industry, toy and candy makers, advertising 
agencies and broadcasters?”
